Sir: 

The following is a report oa my part in the arrest of Lee ^arvoy "gi^ald 
on Friday, November 22,1963. ' 

At XthO pa on llovembor 22, 1963, Captain (j. ^, Doughty and Sgt. V". Barnes 
received a call to Tenth and Patton Streets regarding the shooting of Officer 
J. D. Tippit. > 

As tliey vfere preparing to leave the City Hall, I uslced Captain Doughty if 
■ I could go with thesi and I was told that I could, proceeded to the location 
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shootinc suspect was in the Texas Theater. 

Captain Talbert Tfas answering this call and he was alone, so I asted if I 
(night go vdth him. As we proceeded to the Texas Theater the Dispatcher asked 
that the rear of the theater be covered. Captain Talbert lot me out in the front 
and told me th-it ho would cover the rear. 

As i entered the theater, I was told by Det. ^chn Toney that the suspect 
was in the balcony. I v;ent to the balcony and searched the men and -.vomen's 
restrooms on my v/aj' up there. A patrolman ■be.s with me, but I did not know his 
name. 

As I went into the balcony I asked the projectionist to turn on the house 
lights. ''hen the lights v^ore tu2^ed on X noticed several people up there. ^y 
this time there were several other patrolmen in the balcony, one was C, Bentley, 
Jr., T;hoa I told to search all of the people in the balcony and get their names. 

After this, I went back to the lower floor. Just as I entered the lower 
floor X saw ''atrolman ilcDonald fighting 7.-ith this suspect, I saw this suspect 
pull a pistol from his shirt, so X went to ''^atrolnan UcDonald'c aid innediately.

I grabbed the suspect by the neck and attempted to get his right arm. 
c5' this tine other officers ca.-ae to our assistance. 

17a subdued the suopoot and placed handcuffs on hto. I took hold of his 
belt behind his back, Sgt. JeriT Hill 'as on one side of hte, Det. Bob Carroll 
TOS on the other side, and ^atrotean C. F,. ffScer took hold of his belt in front. 
Det. %ons also helped us get him to the car parked in front of the theater. 

I got in the back seat and the suspect was put in next to me, and 'atrolraan 
TTalkor got in on his right. Det. Carroll, Sgt. "ill, and Det. hona were in , 
the front seat, as t?e proceeded to the City Hall. 

On the vay to the City Hall I reaoved the suspect's wallet and obtained 
his nana. He ir^de several re.-aarks enroute to the City Hall about police brutality 
and denied shooting anybody. 

Sgt. Jeiry Hill had the St'.T 38 oal. pistol vd.th six (6) shells in his 
possession on the way to the City Hall. This pistol was initialed by me and 
turned over to I"t. Baker and Captain Fritz by Sgt. Hill. 

I-tiimed his identification oyer to Lt. Baker, i then went to Captain 
Tfostbrook's Office to make a report of this arrest. 

I then was told by iispeotor Kockos to go to Baylor Hospital to receive 
treatment for the injured foot I received in making the arrest. 

My foot was X-rayed at Baylor Hospital and I was told that I had pulled 
several ligaments in both sides of my right foot. 

A oast was placed on my foot and l2g and I was given a pair of crutches to 
use. I was told to report to Dr. Bos'.Tell on Tuesday, November 26, I963 at UiOO pi. 

After an examination by Dr. BosweU, I was told that the cast would have 
to remain on the foot and leg until about December 20, 1963.
